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THE SERVICES FOR THE SILENT AT 

ST. ANN'S. 

From the unpretentious brown 
structure on HQ upper West Side 
cross street bearing above its en- 
trance tho Inscription, "St. Ann's 
Church," no bells call the parish- 
ioners to services. Such a sum- 
mons would be but a hollow mock 
ery, for St. An iV is a congregation 
of deaf-mutes. 

Within no sound of orpin or 
choir greet* (he late comer. The 
former could not be heard and the 
members of the latter have not the 
voices with which to staff. In the 
enshrouding silence of the .service 
all the more pregnant are the in- 
scriptions over (he left vestry door, 
,l The ears of the deaf shall be uu 
stopped," and I he -second Inscription 
over the vestry dooi to the right, 
"The tongue of the dumb shall 
sin*." 

To the hearing visitor, accustom- 
ed to anthem and prayoi and organ 
and the service* of sound, the noise 
less service is almost Uncannily 
strange. As you enter and ta! 
seat there is no turning nor craning 
of heads. No milter how noisily 

yon come these worshipers are oof 

disturbed. Quietly expectant they 
sit and face the altar, now and then 
making Some of their mysterious 
f msses of conversation 

When the rector appears and tin* 
rested choir of young womeu the

It in proposed to create a memorial 
to the Ut# ReY. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
BttlloMng for St. Aimi'h Chureh for 
Deftf-lfntos. The preaenl ('hnrch 
ll gitnatod on 148th Street, ju»t west 
of AuiHtenlain Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erao- 
tion <»f Hiich a building aH above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 

Of reliffioua and eootal life among** 
the wilent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during hiH lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whieh blfl DAflrt haw always 

been associated. This wan not pei- 

mitted, and it m Hiiggeatcd aa a 
must Qtting memorial to him that 
thin work be now undertaken. St. 
Aimi'h Chureh is unod wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
(ive feet in depth. It will be three 
Stories In height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor tbe social* re- 
us and industrial needs of the 

deaf-mates of New York. The 
amount required for 4< The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Uuildiug" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
i, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devofed to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
